With the eatablldhlng of her Iden- 
tity there waa unfolded by her hua- 
band a atrange atory outdoing (ICllon, 
In which the unhappy end of a blight- 
ed romance la blended with Ulea of 
dark deeda by a fcadlat elanaman.

baron of old over a clan of 7t moon- 
ahinara In the mountain faatneaa* of 
liawrence county. 

Huaband Aaauaaa Clanaman. 

Thla cUin leader, who, Schuett ile- 
ciarca, i> the !r,i>trr in wtdeapread Il- 
licit l|i4Uor oiieratlwna. though he la a 
public ufTlclal of the county, la the 
Ti whK, hn cbargea, took hla wife 
from Cincinnati to hla mountain 
atronghold and, be declarea, forced her 
to end her life with a alow-acting al- 
ternative to being klllid by him wh< n 
he tired »f her. 

Thla official ami f.'iidi.'it, Schuett 
daclaraa, on laet Sunday drove away 
from Jean, at the point of hU revol- 
vtr. f'liir frlond» (vf Solui. ti who made 
tliilr way llirre In an auii'iiicuiK' >vlth 
the Inti'ntlon of having the body ex- 
humed In order thnt they might aeek 
to Identify It. However, Identification 
waa e'laldlfilind ihroui;)i a iihotoKrnph 
of Mr». tJchUi.tt and tli^' rlansmaii ta- 
ken together, which waa lurnt-d over 
to them by a friendly mountaineer, 
and which the party brought back to 
thf hnslmnd In Cln' innall yi sterday.

Ohio, 
and another recently was married to 
a wealthy bualnesa man of New Tork. 

"When we were married I had a 
more at Deer Park Ohio. In toter 
...111. her abaencen from home caused 
.luarrela. After ahe llnally left me I 
learned tbat a Kentucklan, whom I 
now know is tha man ahe >accompan- 
led to the scene of her death, waa r«y- 
Ing attentlona to her. 1 learned thnt he 
waa a moonahlner, ft» well as a coun- 
ty officer, and directed the operations 
of a clan of li membera In the moun- 
:.iln« of Eaatern Kentucky and nhlii- 
,.m1 nioonahlne to Clndiinat) In larne 
quantities for aale. Thla expalned the 
frequeney oC the leader's vlaHs to Cln- 
..inatl and his meetinga with my wife 
Wt)0*(MtlU1y latt ma and went to live In 
tha Wait Hnd. 

"Recently 1 learmd that ahe had not 
iueii dlvorcul triitn h. r flrat hu»band. 
a bualneaa man now living on I'rice 

111, When aha jnarrlad me. ao in real- 
ity oiir marriago waa sett legal, at she- 
eommltted bigamy. 

I'our men In the family drove to 
le;in, Ky.. Uaiurday. Thla little place 
hidden away on top of a wooded 
inounuln. four miles from Webbvllle. 
n a county bordering Weat Virginia. 
The trail leading In .le.in wan »o steep 
they were ii nipi iled to run the car up 
backward. 

"Nearly every man and wonuin In 
the little aeltlement they found car- 
ried a rifle or wore a revolver snapped 
ardund his or her walat. Even chil- 
dren were armed. It waa not long t>e- 
for« they learned from friendly fam- 
Ulea among the law-abiding element 
of the feud being carried on by the 
clan of which the man who took my 
wlfi away i? a leader and a rival dan 
During thin (end a bouse belonging to 
a member of the rival clan was set 
afire and three children were burned 
\o death. They also learned of the 
moonahlnlng activities carried on In a 
wholesale manner, and openly, be- 
oauae the leaders of the moonahtners 
were also public officials and their 
word was law In the community .Nfy 
frlend-n were lold that an> i^ne ulio 
crossed them mysteriously dliuippi ai ■ 
ed. 

Find Qrava of Anna Maa. 
"My friends found the grave of An- 
na Mae. It Was Just a newly ni.tde 

mounil. unmarked, on the niouniaiii 
aldr on property owned by the tlan 
leader. There only the rhododendrons 
and trailing arbutus kept guard. .My 
friends were tdld thla clan leader who 
took my wife away refused to have 
even a kindly word said for her when 
she was burled. There were no ser- 
vices. Sonte ona' tifUad ' togatnnr a 
couple of pine Ijoa'rtf anV mWe her a 
coffin and ahe was thrown lato the 
mountain grave. 

"These friends of mine tried to find 
soin- I'ti,. in authiiriiy to. permit tliem 
to ixliumi the body. They searched In 
v:i;n So tliey decided to dig Into the 
grave iheniselveB. They had emptied 
;i f. \v upadefulR of earth from .\nna 
.Mae'M grave wlo-n the clan load'T ap 
peared. He thrust liU revolver against 
tho ttrsijat of onf of my- frlcfida and 
said;' 'Another aimdeftil ahd.yott go In 
there beelde her.' He ordered my 
trlend4 to get out of, the county under 
threats of not returning at all. 

"Thwarted in this attempt at Iden- 
t Ideation, my frluida made quiet In- 
iiulrles amonK rolatlvi B of a family 
they knew and thus ol.iainid a photo- 
graph Of the woman who was bwled 
tnare. It ^ifas Anna Maa, my wife, 
ahowlng her and Ae clan leader to- 
gether. « 

"Then my frienda were told of the 
suffering of poor Anna Mae. 

"It would not matter much If thla 
feudist ahould kill me, If only I could 
bring htm to justice and make him 
auffer. That la my mission now, and 
the beat plan, and the only one that 
aeems open to me, la to appeal to the 
Oovernor of Kentucky to wipe out this 
foul neat In tha eastern section of his 
state."

The same Is true of every coal field, 
thouich perhaps not quit* aa bad on 
the Norfolk Western. 

If the railroads would haul the coal 
thertj would be np danger of suffering 
rom want of fual.' Othsrwlse, condl- 
trlons are gdlng to grow worse very 
rapidly and recovery will be extreme- 
!>■ wlow. The con.sunier who must liave 
coal Is not Interested In regulation of 
he price when he can't get any coal. 
What does the man In Hades care 
about the price of water If he can't 
Ket any waterT 

The railroad offlclala claim th< v 
rapidly are filling the places of ih> 
strlkera and the atrikera say this Is 
untrue. Qlvlng out atatementa Is the 
favorite pastime of both sides, having 
nothing else to do. And the Innocent 
bystander (the public) Is the fellow 
who Is getting soaked every minute. 

The government la now, putting Into 
effect some priority rulea of deliver- 
ing whatever cool and other neces.sl- 
ires that may be moving. .Meanwhile, 
nothing Is done to keep engines and 
rails in repair and trains moviing In 
sufficient number to meet the de- 
mands.

VETERANS TO GET 
NEW MEXICO LAND

10,000 Acres Ayailable to 

Ex-Service Men; Sept. 
27 Set as Last En- 
try Day. 

El Paso, July 15. — Approximately 
10,000 acrea of land In New Mexico 
may be taken over by veterans of the 
World war Jn the near future. An- 
nouncement is made from the Depart- 
nitirt of the intf rlor. United Stntos 
Land Office that a considerable area 
of land formerly withdrawn under the 
Reclamation Act and for reservoir 
sites has been reatored and will be 
subject to entry at the United SlU'-Vs 
Land Office at Las Crucea, N. M. 

Up to S^tember 27, the lands will 
be subject to ent^y, under this fiome- 
stead and desert land laws by quail - 
lied service men of the WoiUl war- 
who have been honorably discharged 
or separated from the servl.?e or plac- 
ed In the army or naval reserve. Such 
appllcationa* and conflicting applica- 
tions will be' disposed of by lot. 

From September 28 to October 18, 
any remaining unentered lands will be 
subject to homestead entry by any 
iinaltfled entryman. Applloatlon may 
be filed from September 8 to Septem- 
ber 27, Inclusive, such appUcatioha to 
be treated aa simultaneous applica- 
tions. 

Beginning October 19, any remain- 
ing lands win become subject to en- 
try under any applicable public land 

law. 

Such lands aa are within the Ele- 
phalft Butte Irrigation district will be 
subject to the Irrigation district tax- 
es.
